At such an early date : the session 
aad w house js adjourned 
notés of interest are scarce. A ma- 
jority of the members went home 
for the adjournment—as usual. The 

fall of snow whieh oecurred on 

\ ay last has been supplement- 
ed by much heavier falls on Saturday 
and Sunday. The streets are piled 
With snow, and the car track sweepers 
and snow plows have been kept going 
constantly in order to allow traffic. 
The chill which followed Wednesday's 
storm has been taken out of the air 
by the falling of the snow, and there 
is every prospect of soft weather. 
Such a heavy fall coming so late in 
the season will no doubt be followed 
by a quick thaw and heavy freshets. 

The drawing room held by Their 
Excelliences on Saturday evening had 
as ‘arge an attendance as usual, but 
the ladies céstumes were possibly not 
quite so elaborate as on some former 
occasions. Court trains were con- 
spicious by their absence—by request. 

Their Excellencies are a very well 
matehed and good looking couple, 
rather under medium size, features 
and expression good. Lady Minto 
has black hair, bright complexion and 
if she were not Her Excellenty would 
be called decidedly pretty. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been indis- 
posed ever since the opeving. 

No indieation has leaked out as to 
the policy of the gevernment for the 
session. Certainly the speech from 
the throne could not be held to be 
such an indication. The notices of 
motion already placed on the order 
paper are, however, some indication of 
what the country has been suggesting 
to the members. 

The coal oil duties come in for 
attention on both sides of the house. 
Moore, conservative, of Stanstead, 
Quebec, gives notice of motion te 
reduce the duty, and to allow free dis- 
tribution in tanks on cars or wagons. 
Davis, liberal, of Saskatchewan, goes 
him one better by giving notice to 
place coal oil on the free list. 

Maxwell, Vancouver, who has been 
accused of impropriety in connection 
with the lease of Deadman’s Island near 
that city to a Saw Mill Co., asks for 
the production of sll papers in con- 
neetion with the transaction ; which 
seems to be a fair way of meeting 
criticism. 

McInnis, Vancouver Island, gives 
notice of a bill to place ¢ertain re- 
strictions on immigration, and Max- 
well, Vancouver city, gives notiee of 
amendment to the Chinese immigra- 
tion act. Both members are probably 
moving along similar lines. 

Fortin gives notice of a bill respect- 
ing insolvency. 

Hughes, Victoria, moved to allow 
Britain to enroll a Canadian brigade 
in the Imperial army. 


SASKATCHEWAN GOLD DREDGING. 


The coming séason will see nore 
active gold dredging operations on 
the river here than any previous year 
in the history of gold washing on 
the North Saskatchewan. In all 
seme nine companies operating at 
least fifteen dredges, will work their 
leases extending above and below the 
town for many miles. A number of 
these companies are hacked by 
English capitalists, and if their ‘ex- 
perimental operations are as ‘#uccessful 
as their promoters are confident they 
will be, unlimited Capital ‘will be 
invested in the projects. 

The following concerns will com- 
mence operations as soon as_ the river 
opens and the frost leaves the ground: 

The Star Mining Company, of 
South Edmonton. Capital “$25,000. 
This company operates a dredge with 
a capacity of from 60 to 100 cubic 
yards per day, and holds two bench 
and bar claims at Big Island, one 
1200x1000 and the other 800x1000 
feet. Only one of these claims has 
been worked. The company has been 
operating for the past two years with 
sufficient success to enable them to 
declare two dividends, the first yea: 
10 per cent and the second year 15 
per cent, after paying all expenses. 
Thegold catching and saving appliances 
of this company are similar to 
those in use by other companies work- 
ing on the river here, and their more 
successful results are due to the fact 
that after testing their ground they 
worked it steadily, not moving from 
one spot to another snd working inter- 
a. only, as other dredge owners 


The Loveland Co., another dipper 
dredge, with five times the capacity 
of the Star’s, is on the bank reaay to 
resume operations. They coatrol a 
bench and bar claim. This dredge 
was very satisfaetory for the few 
months test it had before the river 
closed last season. Ite digging 
apparatus worked well, but its weak 
apot, as with the other dredges then 
working, waa in its saving appliances 
to catch the flour gold.

Brindley and Dr. Kelly's dipper 
dredge is laid up on the river bank 
above the town, and will be available 
for the soming summer’s work. This 
dredge is the same type as the 
Star company’s. 

The largest and most pretentious 
project is that of the Saskatchewan 
Gold & Platinum Proprietory, Ltd., 
of London, Eng., A. E. Hogue, .man- 
ager, whose dredge, the “Otter,” now 
lies just above the town. Mr. Hogue's 

has a lease of 120 miles of 
the Saskatchewan river, including 60 
miles of the original Drolet conces- 
sions, and their dredge is by long 
odds the most extensive and expen- 
‘sive ever put on the river here. It 
has a capacity of handling 2000 to 
3000 cubic yards every 24 hours and 
is built en the ladder principle, large- 
ly used in New Zealand. It is fitted 
with new gold saving applances de- 
signed by Mr. Hogue and consisting 
of a jig and catch-all tank, and Frue 
vannérs. This company has been 
formed for the purpose of prospecting 
and demonstrating the value of 
the ground with .the intention of 
forming s larger company or com- 
panies should the result of their ¢x- 
periments prove satisfactory. No 
test has yet been made as the machine 
was completed too late to do any- 
thing but test the digging apparatus, 
which was found te work highly 
satisfaetorily. 

Another extensive eompany is the 
Edmonton Gold & Platinum Syndi- 
cate, London, Eng., lately organized 
and capitalized for £50,000, of whieh 
over £15,000 has already been sub- 
acribed. The chairman is Lord Bate- 
man and managing director, C. D. 
Brindley. The advisory board in 
Canada consists of Isaae Uowie and 
W. H. Sheppard, of Edmonton and 
South Edmonton, respectively. This 
company controls leases of 10 miles 
on the Saskatchewan and 70 miles on’ 
the Athabasca and will put on three 
dredges this summer, each with a 
capacity of 2000 cubic yards per 
day. 

Among the largest of the newly 
formed syndicates which represent 
the investment of British eapital is 
the Victoria-Alberta Gold Dredging 
Co., Ltd., of Lendon, now being 
promoted by Mr. Antliony Raymond 
with # capital of £100,000 of whieh 
£25,000 has been devoted immediate- 
ly to the purchase of machinery, and 
expenses. The manager in Canada is 
Isaac Cowie. This company has « 30 
mile lease on the North Saskatchewan 
on which they will plaee during the 
present season two large dredges of 
the latest New Zealand pattern, with 
a capacity of at least 2000 cubic yards 
per day. They wil! aiso have a steam 
tug or tender plying om the river 
here. 

Messrs. Stubbs & Lewis, of Omaha, 
have a bench and bar claim on Big 
Island and a five mile lease on Point 
Lapie, five miles above Fort Saskatche- 
wan. They claim to save the gold by 
a chemical proeess of their own, 
technically known as leeching the 
gold out of the concentrate. They_are 
also thinking of using a sand pump 
instead of a dredge for raising the 
gravel. They have a dredge now 
working suecessfully at some point in 
the United States. 

A company is also being promoted 
in “Efigland to work leases on the 
Peate river.

WINTER IN THE YUKON. 


The Klondike Nugget, Dawson, of 
the 15th January says: 

“The terrors of an Arctic winter 
disappear very largely when a person- 
is brought actually into eontast with 
them. The popular impression of a 
Dawson winter on the outside is most 
cheerless and unpleasant, but the 
actual winter itself is something that 
might easily be far worse. While 
there have been short periods during 
which an intense cold might be said 
to prevail, for the most part the 
winter has been exceptionally mild. 
Many people from che Northern States 
and from the lower Canadian provinces 
have remarked the fact that they have 
often seen more suffering from the 
cold in their former places of resid- 
ence than has been the case here. 
One reason for this is the fact that in 
this country people anticipating a 
séason of intense cold provide them- 
selves with clothing suitable for the 
occasion. But more than that must 
be considered the fact that theelimate 
itself is anything but the bug bear 
which it is ordinarily reputed to be,on 
the outside.”

BLACK SAND IN YUKON. 


Commercial: The diseovery of the 
presence of platinum and gold in the 
blaek sand found at the confluence of 
the Hootalingua and Lewis rivers is 
very important and valuable, since it 


all these rivers and has hitherto been 
considered of no value. - The sand 
has been assayed and found to con- 
sist of about 75 per cent of iron and 
25 per cent of copper, tin, silver, gold 
aod platinum. The assay showed 
that each ton of this black sand held 
about $800 in platinum and over $200 
in gold. One thousand dollars to the 
ton of what has thus far been con- 
sidered useless is a surprise, even to 
the Yukon mineralogists of several 
years’ experience. This black sand 
is bulked with a large proportion of 
gravel. But the assay shows that 
it will be well worth working. The 
industry is as yet quite undeveloped. 


PROBABLY MARTIN McNEELEY. 

The Montreal. Witness, of March 
18th, mentions that a letter from 
Andrew T. Ball, son of T. R. Ball, of 
Woods: oc«, Jas been received by his 
fathe:, asted from Devil's Portage, 
Liard river, on Nov. 5th, in which is 
detailed the finding of the dead body 
of + man in October last by E. T. 
Cole and party of Pelican Rapids, 
Minnesota. The body was found 
zbous twelve miles below the Devil's 
Portage, in a tent. With the body 
were a knife, eompass, Martin-Henri 
rifle, twenty-five rounds of cartridges, 
twenty pounds of flour, soms meat, 
matches and wood. A diary was 
found which contained the following 
entries : 


“Dec. 28, "97. My partner de- 
serted me and tried to cripple me 
further by taking my grub.” 


“Jan. 5,98. Walked eigh: miles 
on my awful foot and am crippled on 
an Isiand alone. The pain in my 
foot is terrible.” 


A scrap of paper in one of the 
man’s pockets had the following 
address written upon it: “Isaac 
Scott, Box 52, Sault Ste Marie, Ont.” 


Another entry in the diary was: 
“Graham was almost drowned. The 
tracking line broke.” The body was 
buried by Mr. Cole and party, who 
took charge of the belongings. From 
the date of the entries in the diary, 
the mention of his lame foot, deser- 
tion by his partner, and the mention 
of Graham's name, there is practically 
no doubt that tme body was that ef 
Martin McNeeley, of Sault Ste Marie, 
Michigan, who eame to Edmonton 
with George Balaam, and went north 
with W. Shreeves and W. J. Graham. 
Balaam was drowned in the Pelly 
river in the spring of ’98. Graham 
and Shreeves reached Dawsen safely. 
It was known that McNeeley was 
lame and was left behind by the others 
somewhere near the Devil's Portage 
in the early part of the winter of '97-8, 
and had not been seen alive after- 
wards. There is very little doubt 
therefore that thie was the body 
reported te have been found by Mr. 
Cole.
